from the Perry County Beard of Education and various book- 
donors that most recently included Senator John Sherman 
Cooper. 

Several schools in Perry County have shown sharp improve- 
ment in their facilities and teaching staff in recent years, but 
always in the way of obtaining state certification a> standard ’ 
has been the absence of adequate b ranes The state insists 
that a school must have its own library, containing a specific 
list of books, before it can qualify as standard 

And while the several schools, supported by their own ac- 
tive PTA s, are making progress, Robinson Elementary it the 
first to come up with its own state approved library. 

The lfbrary is housed in what used to be a large classroom 
on the second flour of Ro i~son Elementary s handsome stone 
building, constructed by the WPA in 1936 

It is completely furnished with new tables, chairs, shelves, 
hook racks and magazine and newspaper stands, made avail- 
able by the County School Board The floor is freshly covered 
with attractive tile, the walls are painted a soothing pastel. 
And in addition to these physical f acilitie>. t.oe library is also 
blessed with Mrs Cora Combs, a librarian who devotes all her 
work hine to her library 

The library, installed this year, -'till has plenty of room 
remaining on its shelves for more books But it has already 
made a big difference in the lives of the students at Robinson 
Elementary, most of whom had never seen a library before.

The state of Kentucky got up an army of 1.000 men. they 
were known as the home guard! and their purpose was to 
fight the guerillas They were stationed In about the same 
location as the Gesie Baker Motor Company 

In October 1863 my father came up in what is now the 
backwoods to pick some Chestnuts amt while he was up there 
he was captured by a confe-derate soldier 
The soldier informed my father that he had suddenly been 
ma*de a prisoner, so my father agreed to the terms put forth 
to him and invited the soldier to pick chestnuts with him The 
soldier accepted hut he made one sad mistake, he let his 
gun get behind his back as thev were picking up the chest- 
nuts and my father picked up the musket and in turn made 
the soldier his priaoner.
